Threatened 



The Annette S. Hill Bursary, 
which is usually applied to Mac- 
donald Agriculture students, is 
under attack because it provides 
only aid to Protestant men from 
the Maritimes and Ontario to 
study at McGill University. The 
will of Annette left $9000,000 
to the University. Since 1962, 
about $100,000 has been accrued 
in interest and reinvested. The 
basic question concerns dis- 
crimination and the right of a 
person to decide what happens to 
the money mentioned in a last 
will and testament. The answer 
to the deiimna of the money need- 
ed and discrimination might be 
forced by the McGill Student 
Council s External V. P. Martin 
Shapero. 
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Fair committee found their 
idea unanimously accepted 
by Council.

The colourful robes of the 
Faculty, as they sat either in the 
General Assembly or as members 
of the platform party, lent a pa- 
geant-like atmosphere to the 
meeting.

Dean Dion closed the Assembly 
with a short speech based on 
Professor Common' s pet subject, 
discrimination. The Awards As- 
sembly was for those students 
who had chosen to discriminate 
academic excellence to perhaps 
a social position on campus. The 
Dean went on to say that dis- 
crimination was a good thing and 
a concept which is used every day. 
People must discriminate between 
brain and brawn, between peace- 
ful dissent and war and so on. He 
said that perhaps others on cam- 
pus of equal intellectual ability 
to those honoured on Tuesday 
had chosen to discriminate for 
something other than academic 
excellence. 

Unfortunately there is not 
enough room to list all the prize 
winners here.

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Down the Hall 
and Over the Cliff 

It's happening next year and we haven' t heard 
a peep since last year. What is going to happen to 
Macdonald College? The entire Education faculty is 
moving to the McGill Montreal campus where a 
new building is now under construction for them. 
This year we have a PABS first year class whose 
curriculum is slightly altered to coincide with a 
first year CEGEP program. This is equivilent to the 
first year Agriculture degree course. If we only 
get one new PABS class next year the number of 
students in the degree course will not increase. Is 
there or is there not going to be an entire CEGEP 
here next year or will we be only getting one PABS 
group? 

Our facilities are not bursting now and the 
departure of the Education students will leave Mac- 
donald with a pretty small population. Rumour has 
it that Brittain Hall will be closed down and Laird 
Hall wil become a co-ed residence. It is entirely 
possible that other buildings will fall into discuse 
and be closed down. Mac can only go downhill with 
such a small population and I fear we may just dis- 
sappear. Small enrollment means a small tuition to- 
tals. Professors must be paid and with such a 
diverse collection of courses and options there 
will be too many people to pay, with too little 
money. Can the college hold together in the face 
of these problems? 

On the other hand, if a large number of CEGEP 
students move in Macdonald stands to lose its 
identity. With such a high ratio of CEGEP to agri- 
culture students we are in danger of being neglected 
and phased out. 

A new building is now being built on the McGill 
campus for Education students while Macdonald' s 
space will be unused. McGill's campus is now bulging 
at the seams and it can do very nicely without the 
students we are sending them. 

Seeing that the CEGEP is proposed to serve the 
West Island from Dorion to Lachine the ideal place 
to have it would be Pointe Claire right in the center. 
Mac is too close to Dorion and not close enough to 
Lachine. It obviously is not the ideal place for the 
CEGEP. 

At this stage, no matter what happens Mac 
stands to lose. If the CEGEPs move in we are 
overun and if no one comes we dissolve due to 
lack of enrollment. It is our duty to demand the 
facts on this situation. The future of this beautiful 
college stands in the balance. What is the use of 
working towards your degree now if there will soon 
be no college from which graduate?

A chaotic meeting of the Stu- 
dent Council was held on Oc- 
tober 20 The basic agenda cov- 
ered a request by Coach Pugh 
concerning discipline at athletic 
events. Senate news, a challenge 
as to the competency of the Chair- 
man, report on biiingualism, and 
the question of marijuana. 

Coach Pugh Asks For Help 

The President of the Canadian 
Inter-Collegiate Athletic Union 
focused on the problem of ex- 
cessive drinking and obscene 
language at athletic events. Coach 
Pugh stressed the incentive that 
the players receive from enthusis- 
astic (?) fans. He said ,l l feel 
like a man watching his mother- 
in-law drive off a cliff in his 
brand new car." In his concern as 
Athletic Director of Macdonald; 
College, Pugh desired student 
supervision of the stands an 
spectators. 

The Student Council found it- 
self in a parliamentary dilemma. 
At the Tuesday, October 14. 1969 
meeting, the Council passed with 
a 3:24 vote, a motion eliminating 
the marshall system and treating 
student conduct on campus as 

though it occurred off-campus. 

This motion was rescinded. After 
a discussion of over an hour 
duration, it was agreed that the 
Student Council, in consultation 
with the Athletic Department 
would appoint via that department, 
student marshalls to be used on 
an experimental basis at this 
Saturday's football game against 
R. M. C. Cliff Buckland, Graham 
Tolfee, John Barr, and Barrie 
Stewart will make the arrange- 
ments. 

It was agreed that self-disci- 
pline at athletic events is needed. 
The behavior of an individual 
reflects on Macdonald College. 
Facing the future prospects of C. 
B. C. Television televising events 
on campus. Coach Pugh wants 
the spirit of the crowd minus the 
poor behavior of some spectators. 

Senate News 

Alan Journet, Macdonalds 
newly acclaimed Senator and 
Dave White, former Senator, pre- 
sented reports on Senate' s recent 
actions. The Senate concurred 
with the recommendation of Mac- 
donald College Student Council, 
that one student from Macdonald 
College should be on the Board 



of Governors Advisory Committee 
on the the Selection "of the Prin- 
cipal (this motion was approved 
by the Board of Governors on Oc- 
tober 20) 

There are new openings (re- 
cently made available to stu- 
dents) on Committee of the Mc- 
Gill Senate. Please refer to 
Students in Action for Mac- 
donald' on this page. Since the 
Senate collects our fees and 
has control of the Student So- 
ciety's Constitution (on the agenda 
of the October 29 s meeting) 
the importance of the committees 
can not be underrated. A dis- 
cussion concerning the necessity 
of being responsible to Senate 
rather than Macdonald Student 
Society followed the reports. It 
was agreed that if the fees were 
collected by the Senate then they 
should have the right to review 
the constitution. It is hoped that 
the new Constitution of Macdonald 
College, that was approved by the 
Student Body last year, will go 
into effect shortly. 

Rogerson Openly 
Critizes Lalonde 

The first item on the agenda 
concerned the office of the Pres- 
ident of the Students' Society. 
The exact intention of the Post 
Graduate Councillor's attack on 
Rowan Lalonde was not defined. 
Lalonde conceded that he was 
amiss in not attending to certain 
correspondence including the 
approval by Macdonald College's 
Student Council of a Senate nomi- 
nations' s proposal. It is also 
necessary to notify the Senate 
of Alan Journet' s senatorship. 
Realizing that he was far from 
being the ideal Chairman, La- 
londe agreed that he had erred 
however it must be noted that 
John Rogerson had not assumed 
and active role in Council Com- 
mittees (the exception - The 
Snack Bar Committee). The con- 
cluding remark concerned Ro- 
gersons's opinion that Lalonde 
was an "incompetent Chairman". 
The rest of the Council did not 
verbally react towards the pre- 
sentation or Rogerson. 

Biiingualism 

The report by the Committee 
for New Orientation for the Fa- 
culty of Agriculture under the 
direction of Robert S. Broughton 
was presented by Barrie Stewart. 
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The Council voted to accept the 
report. Details of this report 
were presented in the October 
17 issue of the Dram. 

Marijuana 

An interesting discussion con- 
cerned the right of the Council to 
take a ' stand' on a personal issue 
such as marijuana and its use. A 
brief regarding the legalization 
of marijuana will be mimeo- 
graphed and circulated at Stu- 
dent Council's expense. On this 
form the student will have the op- 
portunity to present his opinion 
on the legalization issue. Answers 
are to be turned in at the C. C. 
desk. 

Comments 

I am of divided opinion. It is 
good to have a Government that 
is to a degree flexible but . . . 
this Council reverses itself con- 
stantly. Two excellent examples 
concern the issues of student 
discipline and beer party regu- 
lations. A clear voice is needed 
at times. The current rules state 
that the Council approves of a 
marshall system and any identi- 
fication showing suitable age (20) 
can be used to gain entrance at 
beer parties. 

The dispute between Rowan La- 
londe and Rogerson should have 
never occurred. The remaining 
members of Council demonstrated 
their maturity by not responding 
to the accusations of Rogerson 
nor the acceptance by Lalonde. 
The dignity of Council would not 
have fallen if Rogerson had taken 
the time and responsibility to 
convey his disappointment to 
Lalonde in person. President La- 
londe may not be Rogerson' s ideal 
chairman but Lalonde is definitely 
working hard at his tasks while 
others may only criticize. 

It will be conceded that Lalonde 
has not fulfilled all his responsi- 
bilities and it is hoped that the 
lecture will prompt improved 
behavior of the chairman.

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The Students as Part of the University 



BY ALAN JOURNET 



The university essentially 
plays two roles in the community 
which it serves, both of equal 
importance. One is the social 
role, where the University, con- 
taining as it does, the academic 
and intellectual leaders of the 
community, assists the commu- 
nity in solving its social and in- 
dustrial problems. The other is 
the educational role, where stu- 
dents are taught facts and ideas 
and are encouraged to develop an 
awareness of themselves and 
their responsibility to the com- 
munity. This might be an answer 
to the question 4 4 What is the Uni- 
versity?" 

In briefly discussing the two 
roles, I will try to demonstrate 
some of the reasoning behind 
student desires for involvement 
in the policy making of the Uni- 
versity. 

Many members of the Univer- 
sity community (both staff and 
students) consider that the form- 
er role is not sufficiently empha- 
sized. The question surrounds 
the contributions made by the 
University in solving the prob- 
lems of the society and mankind 
as a whole. At Macdonald College 
we can see the assistance given 
to local agriculture, but in many 
Universities this role is much 
less obvious. 

The reason for the present si- 
tuation is that the University is 
financially supported by the so- 
ciety and therefore, becomes 
something of a slave to that so- 
ciety. More particularly, and 
this is the important point, the 
University becomes a slave to 
the affluent Society, those sectors 
of the Society which supply the 
cash. This can be seen in the 
U.S. Universities in their rela- 
tionship with the Industrial-Mili- 
tary complex. If the Society, in 
the form of the major alumni, In- 
dustry and Government, does not 
emphasize certain problems 
(e. g. poverty, civil rights), then 
it will not offer financial support 
to enable Universitv investigation 
in these fields. The University, 
then, reflects the values of part 
of the Society. The academics 
become tied to solving problems 
which the affluent Society con- 
siders important, and not those 
which are of importance to So- 
ciety as a whole. Academic free- 



dom does exist, but does it tend 
to be restricted to those areas of 
study which are financed? 

It can be seen that a problem 
does exist; the size of the prob- 
lem is a matter for debate. De- 
bate, however, will not alter the 
fact that many members of the 
University community resent this 
state of affairs. It could not be 
argued that this is an easy prob- 
lem to solve, but many students 
are aware of the social problems

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and see that the University is 
not as active as it might be. They 
become frustrated when their 
ideas are not accepted, and when 
they are not allowed to get in- 
volved in trying to effectively 
change the policies of their Uni- 
versity. 

One of the functions of the Uni- 
versity is to encourage students 
to become aware of social prob- 
lems. It seems, therefore, only 
logical to accept and recognize 



the student, and make use of his 
ideas in the policy discussions 
where the orientation of the Uni- 
versity is set. This, even if one 
discounts the logical arguement 
that students are a major part 
of the University and should au- 
tomatically be considered as 
being involved in policy discus- 
sions. In this way the academics 
will understand the student atti- 
tude, the students will understand 
the many problems involved and, 
maybe, out of the dialogue, a so- 
lution to the problem of emanci- 
pating the University from the 
values of the affluent Society will 
be found. 



The extent to which you con- 
sider that this is a problem de- 
pends probably on your degree of 
idealism. The facts of the situa- 
tion suggest that there is a real 
problem which requires some 
investigation. 

It is somewhat significant that 
the main occasion when Univer- 
sities as Institutions commented 
on a problem of major impor- 
tance was instituted by students, 
i. e. the Viet Nam Moratorium. 

Next week I will discuss some 
of the problems associated with 
the University as an educational 
institution.

SERVICE SALE 



At this time of the year, it is a good opportunity 
to evaluate our Residence operation and to make 
suggestions according to our findings. - Although 
you have to realize that I mean a "business oppor- 
tunity* ' or a combination of circumstances that 
create a profitable market for a service that we 
have to sell or may be able to produce. 

To support our next words we apply a law of 
opportunity in these terms: opportunity offers it- 
self to us in proportion to our ability, our will for 
action, our power of vision, our experience and 
knowledge of our business... Inversely, opportunity 
is cancelled from men in proportion to their sloth- 
fulness, their reliance upon others, their passion 
for imitation and the ignorance of their business. 

You should not be pessimistic about the general 
operation but almost enthusiastic because through 
different short and long discussions I had with 
you and different senior administratives officers 
I really think that there is a will and as the old 
proverb says; "If there is a will, there is a Way" 

We all experienced last year that our physical 
operation was directly affected by, (if you permit 
a bad word) discipline. On the other hand, physical 
operation of Residences is directly related to the 
welfare and well being of the Residence Students 
and officers. Through that year of experience, I 
tend to think that without being bad, one thing was 
lacking in the organizational pattern of the 
Residences and that was a type of a liaison between 
the students in residences and the operation itself. 
I do not think that we should keep on with the 
present organizational scheme because: 

A) it was becoming too expensive for the ones who 
had to pay completely the operating expenses 

B) being a non-academic affair, residence faci- 
lities are not sponsored by any grants from 
governmental sources, so we should operate 
with the theory that income should meet the 
expenses and it must be realized that if we want 
to keep the buildings in good shape at all times 
essential expenses are a must 

C) the always increasing cost of living is a type of 
a game for which nobody seems to see the end. 
So the uncertain income to compensate for the 
essential expenses becomes an important factor. 

D) the lack of involvement of students in those 
affairs for which they are paying. 

E) students seem to show a real interest in having 
authority, but refuse to share the responsibility 
which goes along with that authority just be- 
cause they are not paid ; 

If the honorship being, as far as I can see 
honorship method, obsolete, proved to me that, 
without quitting, we had to realize and we should 
still realize that it is useless to keep sticking 
to it., (if the honorship method proves obsolete 
as it has done, it is useless to use it) ; 

F) the residence committees have been inefficient 
last year and for the reason mentioned pre- 
viously. 

G) the wardens were unable to see clear their 
own duties and responsibilities; it was rather 
clearly spelled out in the statute of McGill 
University and the code of disciplinary pro- 
cedures of McGill Residences so the Student's 
problems were left all by themselves without 
direction. In the Women's Residences and 
Men's Residence they have been submitted to 
rules of old english dormitories where their 
freedom to act according to the modern trend 
of living really produces such nonsense as 



fire alarms, pranks, dirty tricks and in resume 
unhappiness. 

H) Responsible peoples in Residences who were 
considering their work as privilege granted 
along with a nice furnished apartment, such as 
an assistant warden, except in a couple of 
exceptions, proved to us that along this year 
there was really a lack of concern from their 
part which developed too in a lack of liaison 
between students and the senior administrative 
officers which produced friction and antago- 
nism that some of these senior disciplinary 
off icers were really not enjoying. 
AFTER A SURVEY WITH A GREAT NUMBER 
OF STUDENTS I AM REALLY CONFIDENT 
THAT THEY ARE REALLY READY AND CAN 
BEHAVE PROPERLY AND ALL THAT THEY 
WANT IS TO BE MORE INVOLVED. 

With the fees always increasing and being an 
Education venture we should make an effort to 
decrease the cost of living and stop the nonsense 
of increasing the fees each year as seemed to be 
the trend in the past. In fact, having learned prin- 
ciples of Administrations we should not forget 
them but rather put them into practice. So we 
propose another type of organization which is not 
called a student cooperative but Residence Assis- 
tance Program accomplished for and by the stu- 
dents; RAP. 

Why not a cooperative? Because students are 
not permanent in Residences and are not invest- 
ing any capital in such an enterprise and as far as 
I know the Administration of McGill University 
wants to keep ownership of their properties. At 
the same time we want students to be happy and to 
have a pride in their Residences by not having to 
pay non-prohibitive fees. How can it be achieved? 
Through involvement. I am proposing that each 
student becomes a worker in residences and we 
pay them when they work and refuse to pay them 
if they are willfully not working. All the work done 
in private rooms can be accomplished by students 
living in each room because it does not need skill. 
Public areas like common rooms, corridors, TV 
rooms, study rooms, recreational rooms, toilets, 
shower rooms are covered by our regular clean- 
ers staff. Maids doing work in rooms should be 
laid off. Twice or three times per year we do 
"deep-cleaning ' over all the rooms of residences 
(stripping, refinishing, etc.) with skilled people 
(when we can do it). Through the Residence Com- 
mittee, the students of each residence elect some 
members of their body with whom the housekeeper 
of each residence could make a through weekly 
check into each room to established if the students 
of that room will be paid. No good work done, no 
pay, but flexibility in this type of operation will be 
requested. The key people, like linen maids and 
cleaners will be kept working. 

The Residence Committee becomes a Student 
Government being paid to work. If proctors of 
tutors or Resident Assistant are needed, students 
in residences will tell us. It has passed the time 
where students like to be watched and reported. 
Penalties are collected through caution deposit 
operated by Inters esidence Council. 

No Wardens or Assistant Wardens are requir- 
ed but a councillor in each residence is needed 
to act as a consultant for personal problems 
and as a social liaison between students. As you 
can see such a system appeals a lot to good com- 
mon sense because pocket monies of students are 
touched; so students become automatically involv- 
ed. Students working in Residence and being paid, 



contributes to a certain decrease of increasing 
fees. Through involvement students become self 
disciplined and more concerned - they are im- 
portant in Residences but not just a source in in- 
come. Damage to properties by students in Resi- 
dence will be reduced continuously. Their contribu- 
tions in helping Residences to be and stay like 
a good home will be appreciated and considerated 
because they will be paid and then they will take 
responsibility but not just authority. A lot of sav- 
ing can be done in doing this when we realize that 
salaries of workers are always the big factor in 
budgeting. 

From that type of involvement we can expect a 
lot and this is the modern way of achieving goals: 
Three questions produced that thinking: 

a) Have we accomplished what was set out to do? 

b) Has the volume of our business been big enough 
or have we had enough rooms rented as was 
warranted by location? 

c) Were all parts of our management so sound 
that the set up goals or profits or objectives 
(happy students, no or fewer damages, no va- 
cancies, etc.) have been as large as could rea- 
sonably be expected? 

It takes a lot of capital to keep on the same way 
we did in the past session. In the words of Webster, 

capital is an aggregation of economic goods, used 
to promote the production of other goods, instead 
of being valuable solely for purpose of imme- 
diate enjoyment. Maybe I want "Bullets, before 
Butter" but I become more and more realistic 
about it - being a Residence Business, is a fascinat- 
ing game and I want you to play it. To win that 
game and to survive we will have to invent methods 
to follow the trends and to be even in advance of 
the trends. Students are good inventors - we will 
never beat them, let's join them and let's play 
their game. We will contribute in their happiness 
and they will help us. It is idealistic and it needs 
to be. As well stated by Eric A. Johnston, a former 
president of Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States: Most citizens feel in their bones that in 
their country, material accomplishment has in it 
strong elements of idealism and even spirituality. . 
Tangible things do not dominate us - we do domi- 
nate tangible things, bend them to our will, force 
them to yield libraries, schools, theaters, philan- 
tropies, larger measure of health and comfort for 
millions and millions of human beings." 

Do not Residences problems boil down to that? 
I am not really sure of the final outcome of 
R.A.P. you are setting the pattern. It will be 
up to you to see that you do not permit power - 
hungry people to take away your right to govern 
yourselves. It will be up to you to decide how 
nuch involvement you can afford within your 
own-time schedule, how much cooperation you 
are ready to give to your student government. 
After having read the letter of Dr. Dion on 
Residence Policy could you evaluate and analyse 
your own need and see if you could not contribute 
to share the load of the new form of operation and 
receive all the advantages from a very low expen- 
diture compared to the facilities offered outside. 

I am not to enumerate all the advantages of 
living on Macdonald Campus, but next time you 
are passing by the Residence Business Office 
why don't you stop and chat with me about Resi- 
dence. We will have the coffee ready...

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Necessity for Change 

In the past, even the recent past, students in 
residence were prepared to treat the decisions of 
the Wardens, and of other administrative officers, 
as those of friendly and concerned relatives. Now 
many of the students are prepared to question any 
and all such decisions, and are prepared to insist 
on being involved in the decision-making process. 
Residence students are particularly and properly 
concerned with the nature of residence life, the 
facilities available, the rules and regulations, as 
well as the costs. 

Students today reject and resent what they think 
of as paternalism, and much of the earlier role 
of the Wardens of Residence could be called pa- 
ternalistic. Vandalism in the residence is perhaps 
attributable to the attitude of "out-smarting the 
Warden" or seeing what one can get away with. 
The frequent students vs. staff attitude makes cer- 
tain that culprits are only identified when they are 
caught in the act by residence staff acting as 
police. 

We all realize that the Residences provide an 
opportunity for a kind of social life not enjoyed 
by students living at home, or in off-campus hous- 
ing. Nevertheless, there has been in the past ev- 
idence that many students found the rules too res- 
trictive, and many students preferred apartment 
living. While it is too much to expect that resi- 
dence life can be made to suit all students, there 
is no reason why residence life should not be 
aimed by students to suit most students. 



Discipline 

The discipline function of the Warden of the 
residence has largely disappeared. It is exercised 
(when it is exercised) on behalf of a House Com- 
mute of students. Unfortunately, many students 
are not fully aware of the fact that the rules and 
how they are enforced are in the realm of student 
responsibility, and not primarily in the realm of 
staff responsibility. Part of this confusion exists 
at McGill and Macdonald because we have been in 
the habit of calling heads of residences "Wardens" 
a term which now in North America has too many 
undesirable connotations, and re-inforces the un- 
desirable image of someone making rules for other 
people's inconvenience. 

The nature of residence rules, the method of 
their enforcement, and the penalties for infrac- 
tions, must today be made an obvious part of stu- 
dent responsibility. Students do now pay for van- 
dalism in fact, in that the damage committed by 
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unidentified culprits, is part of a building budget 
repair item, and must be recovered by raising 
residence fees. Students must be made more 
aware of this by being part of the machinery by 
which repairs are effected and paid for. 

This direct involvement of the students in ar- 
ranging and paying for repairs should have an 
enormous impact in controlling vandalism, and in 
students making sure that the culprits pay for their 
fun. In addition, it will remove the pride in out- 
smarting the "Administration". 

Organization of Residences 

On the basis of the foregoing, it is obvious that 
the traditional residence operation will have to be 
radically changed if student government in the res- 
idences is. to be obvious to all. The following ar- 
rangement is proposed: 

(1) Residence Counselor - an adult staff mem- 
ber is probably a desirable part of the residence 
organization, but in the role of a friend and coun- 
selor to individual students with personal prob- 
lems. The name Warden has been changed to Res- 
idence Counselor. The Residence Counselor should 
have no fomal administrative authority, but has 
an important advisory role. 

(2) Resident Assistants - These student as- 
sistants to the Residence Counselor (and the House 
Committees) are still needed but in a new role. 
They should be the group who see that the rules 
are enforced, and generally concern themselves 
with the conduct of students in their sector. Per- 
haps they also should have a new name, perhaps - 
Proctors. They should be responsible to the House 
Committee. 

(3) The House Committee sould carry the 
responsibility for discipline and other aspects of 
residence life including recreation, reading and 
study. The members should be chosen somehow 
by the students in the Residence. Machinery should 
be devised so that for areas of common concern, 
all of the House Committees would meet as one (or 
through representatives, act as one at an Inter- 
Residence Council). For matters of concern only 
to women students, a Women's Residence Com- 
mittee could be constituted. 

The House Committees should (1) make the 
rules of conduct, and should have these modified 
or ratified annually by each new generation of 
students; (2) either directly or through a sub- 
Committee, be responsible for discipline, for the 
enforcement of rules, and for the penalties applied 
for infractions; (3) have the power to expel stu- 
dents from residence; (4) have a guarantee from 



administration that marks etc. will be withheld 
from students who disregard fines; (5) administer 
the payments from the Caution Deposit collected 
for their residence. 

The Inter-Residence Committee of last year 
recommended the establishment of a caution de- 
posit on the part of each resident student. This 
has been done, with the assessment of charges for 
damages against individuals, or against all resi- 
dents in the case of untraceable damage, being in 
the hands of students. It is also agreed that only 
damage charges may be levied against this deposit 
- the unexpended balance for each student must be 
returned to the student. 

The physical operation of the residences and the 
housekeeping staff is under the direction of the 
RESIDENCE BUSINESS MANAGER, Mr. Baribeau 
Mr. Baribeau and the housekeepers are most in- 
terested in good service to students n residence, 
and in close consultation with House Committees. 
Such consulation is necessary if student needs are 
to be met and the consultation must be arranged 
so that the will and opinions of the majority are 
heard. Requests for changes in routines and for 
new arranements should go through the House 
Committee, to Mr. Baribeau and should not be 
raised by individual students with for instance the 
Housekeeper or Mr. Baribeau himself. 

As student examination of how residences 
should operate continues, it is obvious that the dev- 
elopment of common policies to deal with common 
problems, and the development of equal standards 
of service and facilities will be an important part 
of our evolution. This aspect of inter-residence 
operation and consultation is best effected through 
the INTER-RESIDENCE COUNCIL which refh 
resents each of the residences, and which will have 
even a more important role than in the past. 

I am myself, as Vice-Principal, most interested 
in this type of residence operation and devoutly 
hope that it is successful. I wish to publicly en- 
courage those who have been urging and planning 
these changes. If we can without too much delay and 
confusion establish the fact that students do ef- 
fectively control their own residence society, and 
do discipline their own culprits, we will be dem- 
onstrating effectively that the best way to develop 
a sense of responsibility is to carry responsibility. 

May I ask for the assistance of everyone in 
bringing this period of transition to a successful 
conclusion as rapidly as possible, in spite of in- 
evitable initial set backs and misunderstandings.

PEOPLE IN THE STREETS 



What does it all mean, sponteaneous 
rioting in the absence of police occu- 
pation? Headlines read: Hoodlums 
conduct two hour orgy of looting." 
Avoid reality, avoid painful thought 
and truth and answer that, in the ab- 
sence of our good friend the police- 
men who safeguards the life and pro- 
perty of the citizens and keeps the 
peace, the criminals, hood, hippies, 
commies, blacks, separatists, radi- 
cals and militants ran out of control. 
Bring back the pigs and law and or- 
der or peace and quiet will be res- 
tored. A decent citizen will be able 
to safely walk the streets again. It's 
obvious we need police to keep these 
violent subversives under control - 
ask any CIA agent. 

Well any moron can answer like 
this and many have, but they have 
missed the significance of Mont- 
real's greatest demonstration against 
police rule. Tuesday night, was a 
combination of many forces express- 
ing in violent symbolism their dis- 
taste for the present system, their 
hatred of the ruling establishment. 

If you give your distilled minds 
(those of you who answered as our 
moron did) a chance, wash out the 
disinfectant of establishment brain- 
wash which runs rampant through 
your brain cells, the events of the 
evening will cease to be meaningless 
criminal violence and take shape as 
clear cut demonstration by the people 
against suppression of all forms. 

Under the headlines of: "Hoodlums 
etc," we read about well-dressed men 
running down streets with fur coats. 
20 year old girls grabbing purses, old 
women filling shopping bags and many 
other everyday citizens all compris- 
ing Montreal's looters army The 
mobs were described as: all types - 
young, old, white, black, adults, youths 
and crowds of rubbernecks ... well - 
dressed, shabby and mod."

They 
were aware of why they were in the 
streets. Not to loot, not to kill, not 
to destroy needlessly and randomly, 
but to attack the suppressive forces, 
to demonstrate against them. The 
guerillas were "fighting continuing 
street battles which will escalate into 
the toppling of the government and the 
establishment of an independent, so- 
cialist Quebec." They were orderly 
and sincere. They had a cause and 
they knew it. They chanted Revolution. 
They were the protesters "denied en- 
trance by endless lines of police on 
March 28 but there was no one to 
oppose them this time.'" They en- 
tered the streets, they entered Mc- 
Gill and committed symbolic violence. 
When opposition arrived (QPP) they 
"headed back to where ever urban 
guerillas go." They did not loot be- 
cause they are moral people with 
ideals and ideas which no one will 
hear. They are to be envied not 
scorned. By now it should be self- 
evident. The people were in the 
streets. No criminal gangsters or 
vandals emerged from the under- 
ground in the absence of police. They'- 



re all omnipresent and the town is 
quiet. They opperate with or without 
police sanctions. The roiters were the 
citizenery and the most efficient shit 
disturbers were the striking police- 
men themselves, stealing QPP patrol 
cars, jamming and monitoring QPP 
radio bands and in general fighting 
against law and order. But what 
crimes were being committed? Were 
human right indiscriminately viol- 
ated? Was rape and murder the order 
of the day'> Were houses robbed and 
cars stolen? Apartments ransacked 
and burned? NO human rights were 
not desicrated only the property right 
of the downtown capitalist exploiters. 
Hit a capitalist hardest don't shoot 
his wife, rape his daughter or son 
just steal him blind, reek financial

havoc on him. This was the case. The 
people partonized all the establish- 
ment outposts along Ste Catherine, 
only they went shopping after hours 
with bricks instead of bills. 

It all started at Murray Hill. This 
was the beginning and this is where we 
look to dissolve the paradox of the 
evening. (In case you've forgotten, the 
paradox was just this - if the people 
riot without the police, how does this 
show that the police are not needed 
to keep the peace?) Back at Murray 
Hill, where a settlement was reached 
last year, we find the paradigm and 
the solvent of the paradoxical dogma. 

When we read of the cab driver- 
Murray Hill settlement of their long- 
standing violent feud over Murrav 
Hill's apparent monopoly on airport 
transportation, what we should have 
read of instead was the Murray Hill 
cab driver's despute suppression. 
In the fascist, police state of today's 
free capitalistic countries no griefs 
are aired, no scissions fused, no 
problems solved - solutions rest only 
in suppression that being by the 
higher-ups of the establishment hier- 
archy over those of a lower position 
in the pyramid. 



the iron clamps of authority imple- 
mented for so long by the controlling 
establishment and its powers, the re- 
maining uniformed authority Q.P.P., 
rent-a-cop, etc. Their hate was uih 
leashed. Unchecked against the larg- 
est hotels, departments stores and 
eaves of injustice, the police stations 
- the people vented their anger. Noth- 
ing could be further from an attack 
on personal property, nothing could 
have been a more direct attack on the 
establishment. The case is plain. The 
people went shopping with bricks be- 
cause in their freed state they no 
longer need establishment currency. 
It was the people of Montreal who 
were discovering the liberation, the 
nght to dissent in the absence of 
violent suppressive forces. Suppres- 



oric from bureaucratic administra- 
tors; consequently suppression with- 
out solution. When the chains were 
broken the truth did out and violence 
succeeded where discussion failed. 
As long as force replaces reason, 
law and order, justice and freedom, 
violence will result.

Rugby Football: a 
Brief Historical 
Allusion 

by Kelvin Colgan 



Rugby Football according to 
legend was first played at Rugby 
school in Warwickshire England 
in about the middle of the last 
century. 

It was played by as many peo- 
ple as could be freed to play on 
any field that was available. It 
gradually spread to other schools 
and clubs and eventually The 
Rugby Union was formed. Fol- 
lowing a dispute about amateur 
status, a deep schism developed. 

The Rug>y League was formed 
as a separate governing body. 
Rugby League is distinguished 
from Rugby Union by the fact that 
the players are paid, also the 
rules are modified to speed up 
play and showmanship is encour- 
aged. 

Rugby Union, played by ama- 
teurs who were entertaining 
themselves, did not feel obliged 
to pander to popular taste. In 
recent years however rules have 
been added and modified to make 
the game more attractive to 
watch. 

A Rugby pitch is roughly the 
same size as a football field. At 
either end there are H' shaped 
posts. The game begins with 15 
players on each team. The object 
of the game is to get the oval- 
shaped ball beyond the line on 
which the posts stand in the op- 
ponents half of the field. Should 
a team succeed, the ball is taken 
to a point 25 yards from the line 
perpendicularly opposite to point 
where it was "touched down". 

The team who scores the try 
then procedures a player who at- 
tempts to kick the ball over the 
crossbar of the goal posts. If he 
succeeds he has converted the 
ball and scored 2 points; a try 
is worth 3 points. 

In Rugby Football the ball may 
not be passed forward. To get the 
ball moving forward one can do 
either of two things: Either kick 
it vigorously as far as you can 
and out of play or run with it as 
far as you can and out of play or 
run with it as far as you can and 
then either get tackled or pass it 
behind you. 

Depending on circumstances, 
if the ball dropped (knocked-on), 
passed forward, or kicked out of 
play, a scrum, a penalty or a line 
out may be called. 

A scrum down consists of the 
forward of each team bundelling 
into each other in set formation 
and with heads down. 

The 'scrum-half of the team 
not responsible for the infraction

throws the ball into the packed 
scrum. Both teams of forwards 
push lustily and attempt to push 
the ball into their half of the 
scrum. Meanwhile the scrum-half 
runs behind the scrum and waits 
for the ball to be kicked back. 
When it appears he throws it to 
the "threequarters" (wingers) 
who take it up the field. 

A "line-out" takes place when 
the ball is kicked out of play. 
Both teams line up. The ball is 
thrown straight down the line and 
each team jumps up and attempts 
to gain possession. 

Those who don't understand 
the game may find running around 
inadequately dressed on a win- 
ter's afternoon slightly incom- 
prehensible.

Residence Riddles Solved 



In answer to all those questions 
about what's going on in Residence 
this year, we were able to obtain 
an interview with Barb Sanders, 
president of the Women's Res- 
idence Committee and Inter-Res- 
idence Council. Barb was pleasant 
and cooperative in clearing up any 
misunderstandings there might 
have been with regard to resi- 
dence affairs. 

There has been a new leave 
system which just went into ef- 
fect this September. The new 
system allows the girls out every 
night until three a.m. (3 a.m.) 
as compared to 12 o'clock (12 
midnight) curfew last year. When 
asked why this change had come 
about Barb replied "We don't 
want to infringe upon the girls' 
freedom. - The Residence is their 
home and at home they have cer- 
tain privileges and I feel that 
their freedom to go out is one of 
the most important of these pri- 
veliges." Barb feels that at 3.00 
a.m. curfew is reasonable in that 
if a person did want to have a 
'night out' it's only half an 
hour drive into Montreal, and all 
the night spots do close at 2.00 
a.m. which leaves plenty of time 
to be back at Mac for 3 a.m. She 
states that the girls do appre- 
ciate the new system and there 
*-&u» not been any excessive abuse 



of it - so all in all it's worked 
out well. 

The porters, according to Barb, 
are very conscientious workers 
and take their jobs seriously. 
Being the same age as the rest 
of the girls does cause some prob- 
lem in their trying to enforce dis- 
cipline but they do deserve credit 
for the job they're doing. 

Barb defined and explained the 
purpose of the Inter-Residence 
in this way - "The L R. C. was 
formed last year when the res- 
idences were no longer sponsored 
by the council. It is an attempt 
to coordinate the activities of 
not only Stewart, Laird and Brit- 
tain but also of the post-grad 
residence and married quarters.'' 

Barb believes that the Resident 
Assistants and House Committee 
should be co-ordinated into one 
body as it seems unfair that one 
should be paid and the other an 
unpaid position. Also if the two 
groups pooled their resources it 
might be possible for them to do 
an even better job than they are 
doing now. Barb went on to praise 
the effectiveness of the R. A. 's 
and feels that since they are older 
the girls look up to them and 
respect their decisions with re- 
gard to discipline. 

Upon the subject of counsellors 
Barb tells us that theirs is an

advisory position. The counsellors 
have all had experience in work- 
ing with young people and "the 
girls can feel free to discuss 
their personal problems and be 
assured that the discussions will 
go no further.'' 

There has been a lot of talk as 
to the exact purpose of the 'Cau- 
tion deposit' which is a new fee 



this year. The deposit will not 
be touched unless there is some 
unreasonable damage done to a 
room or the Residence in general. 
Since an inventory form was 
given out to all students, there is 
no fear of being charged for some- 
thing you did not do. In the case 
of some damage being done in the 
residence which cannot be pin- 
pointed down to any one person the 
costs of repair will be extracted 
from the caution deposit as a 
whole and this would not mean a 
great sum of money from any 
one deposit. If a student should 
do any particular damage to the 
residence she will then be 
charged for the repairs. 

Barb did not wish to comment 
on the question of more open 
house for the girls without first 
discussing it with the rest of 
the Committee. She did say, 
though, that she would like to see 
activities centralized in the Cen- 
tennial Center rather than see 
the girls congregating in any one 



residence. ' 4 It would be good if 
the students could think of the 
residence as their home and the 
center as their playroom." 

Barb talked about the lack of 
communication within the res- 
idence as being one of the two 
real problems existing this year 
- the other one being the noise. 
Barb continued . . /'there is a 
definite effort by the students to 
resolve the problem of communi- 
cation but I think it s a personal 
thing that everybody must work 
out for themselves. The floor 
reps are there for the girls to 
get to know and through these 
reps the girls are enabled to meet 
other people." - as for the noise, 
well that's going to take some 
working on but it can be 
overcome. 

In closing Barb said 4 We are 
looking towards the future and 
are striving hard to keep up with 
the rapid pace of today's ever 
changing world.''
